For the former, I finde by obſeruation generally three 
kinds of feare, a naturall feare, a fooliſh feare, and a feare | 
of God: the two former I finde not in my text, neither | 
will the time giue me leaue to ſeeke them out. But for 
the laſt, I finde it generally to be of two ſorts: thefeare 
of God, it is either ſetuile or filiall: the obiect of tbe for- 


the effects of his loue and mercie: and both theſe in a dif. | 
ferent maner, are the meaſure and foundation ofholineſſe. 
And looke what difference is betwixt a ſeruant and a ſon, 
they feare to offend, the one for puniſhment. the other 
for loue : ſo howſoeuer good men loue God, euen of 
zeale vnto his glorie, yet it is not amiſſe to be reſttained 
from Gone euen for feare of iudgement. It is beft (faith 
Auguſtine) to be a ſonne, yet better to be a ſeruant then 
an enemie. Si non potes propter amorem iuſtitiæ, fac propter 
timorem pane. The affed ion of an enemie is hatred, of a 
ſetuant, is the rod of puniſhment ; but ofa ſonne, is loue 
and reverence. And accordingly I find three ſorts of feare: 


and dogged kind of feare , full of hatred and diuelliſh de- 
ſpite, and indeed the feare of diuels and reprobate ſpirits, 
which findes no mercie becauſe it ſeekes no mercie. And 
the diuels do thus beleeue and tremble. . 
But there is a feate of Gods righteous ydgements, | 
which euen in good men hatha good effeR;for it reſtrai · 


ne. Bernard. I conſidered my wayes,(faith Danid) andſo Itur- 
ned my feete vnto thy teſtimonies. For who ſoconſidereth his 
| wayes, ſhall find his wants; and withall remembring the 


terrour of Gods iudgements, and the neceſſitie of * 5 
- ce 
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| Rice to puniſh; yea and to puniſh according to the nature 
| of offence, it will daunt andterrifie the heart of any from 
offending, if it be not paſt feeling. And this is that which 
Auguſtine hath to like purpoſe : Atimore tenera conſcientia, 
' | | 4 renera conſcientia bona vita, hinc decreſcit timor ſeruitutit, at- 
que inde dulceſcit Deus pecranti: and thus the feare of Gods 
righteous judgements is to good purpoſe; for it is a bridle 
to reſtraine from ſinne, and a ſtep to beget the third, which 
is the filiall feare of loue. | | 

But Saint John ſaith, Perfect laue caſts out frare, 1. Ioh. 
4-18, viz. this ſeruile feare, and begets another, borne of 
the free Spirit, Pſal. 5 1. viz, this filiall feare, the feare and 
reverence of a ſonne to a louing father. Of this the Pro- 
phet ſpeaketh, There is mercie with thee, O Lord, therefore 
Halt thou be feared. And this is that of which Saint Lake 
ſpeaketh We muſt ſerne God without feare, Luk. 1. And Saint 
-| Paw! makes it more plaine, Rom. 8. not in the ſpirit of 
bondage for feate of puniſhment, but in the ſpirit of adop- 
tion and freedome, euen of zeale vnto his glorie. And this 
is the beſt and moſt excellent way of feare, which I do take 
to be the principall aime and intendment of my text. And 
ſo to bring this feare backe to my text, and my text home 
to your ſelues. Firſt becauſe we mult grow to ful holineſſe in 
feare, obſerue, 15 

All our holineſſe muſt be perfected in feate. For as I 
haue formerly noted, the greateſt perfection of our holi- 
neſſe hath in it many imperfections. According to the 
meaſure and proportion of this life, ſo is our holineſſe, ang, 
no other wiſe: yea and the leaſt part doth not conſiſt in 
this, to know and confeſſe our wants. Saint Paul wil there- 
fore haue vs to worke out our owne ſaluation in feare and trem- 
bling: and Saint Peter, to paſſe the time of our mortall pilg-i- 
mage in feare. Our eſtate is neuer ſecure of danger; 
for the Angels, though in heauen, yet thence did they fall. 
Adam and Exe,though in Paradiſe, yet there tempred and

: ouercome. Our Sauiour in the vaſte and wilde deſert, yet 
. K 2 there 
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there the diuell finds him. And the Saints of God, though 
in the boſome of the Church, yet they haue had many 
foule ſlips and falls; and therefore our holineſſe muſt be 
] | perfeRed in feare. 7 Ws 1 
| Secondly, ſecing that the feare of love, and not of pu- 
' niſhment,is the trueſt meaſure of our perfection, obſerue, 
We muſt grow to full holineſſe, even of zeale to Gods 
glorie, and goodneſſe muſt be loued for it ſelfe. Odem 
peccare mali formidine pana: To do well for feare of puniſh. 
ment, is but an aſſes vertue . And herein is the triall of a 
perfect heart, if a man can ioy in holineſſe conſcionably, 
though it come alone, yea though accompanied with 
many miſeries. Singular is the example of David to this 
purpoſe, Pſalm. 119. It is time for thee (O Lord) tolayto thine 
hand, for men haue deſtroyed thy law: therefore (ſaith he, euen 
for the loue and zeale that J haue to holineſſe and Gods 
glorie, therefore I ſay) laue I thy command: ments abone geld: 
and all faulſe wayes do [wtterly abhorre. This is the point; our | 
perfection conſiſts in this, if we can be content to embrace 
holineſſe, euen for it ſelfe, and for reuerence to our hea- 
uenly Father. By which it may appeare, that frare, and the 
_ of loue, is the meaſure and perfection of our holi- 
neſſe. | | | 
1. Becauſe of the danger that may befall vs for want of 
this feare, via. leſt hereby we fall from our conſtancie, and 
ſo for want of perſeuerance do hazard our ſaluation. The 
diuell is a cunning and diligent aduerſarie, ready to take 
aduantage vpon euery occaſion; and if he find the houſe 
ſwept and garniſhed. and no teſiſtance be made, he en- 
— in and dwelleth there, ar d the end of that man is worſe 
then the beginning: and therefore we ought at all times and 
in all things to walke dener, ae, and in feare. 
2. For feare of giving offence to others: and by our 
| halting or ſtanding ſtill, we wound the weake hands and 
fee eble knees of the brethren, and ſo become partakers 
of theirſinnes, Preceyta monent erempla monent : yea —_ |

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therefore we ought to feare our ſelues, euen for the good 
of others. | | 
3. Left that by our ſecuritie and ſtanding fill, the ene- 
| | mic be comforted, aud haue cauſe to blaſpheme ; and the 
Angels of God and the Spirit of God be on within 
vs; who as they do reioyce for the conuerſion of a ſinner, 
ſo do they grieue at the falls of the tighreous, 1 
The vſe of the point is to reach vs to beware of ſecuri. 
tie, and to let the feate of God euermore keepe the doores 
of our hearts : the wants whereof doth breed in vs a num- | 
neſſe of ſoule, and doth much withſtand the ordinance of 
God for our ſaluation. For when men come to this, that | 
they are cold to holineſſeʒ if they heare, ſo it js; if not, they 
ſeele no great want: if they rec eiue the Sacrament, they 
haue no great delight or ioy; or if they forbeare, they feele 
no grieuance t and for other exerciſes of religion, they can | 
be content to do them for ceremonious cuſtome, but not 
for conſcience and feeling. Such a ſecure and careleſſe e- 
Rate as this, doth ſhew them to lie in ſome groſſe fin pres |. 
| fently, or elſe are in danger to fall into ſome great tranſ- 
— or ſome grieuous puniſhment. But all the paths 
ofthe Lord are hedged about with feate, that we ſhould 
vot forget nor Forfale the Lord at any time. Beleeue in 
| | God we cannotalwayes, and to reioyee is not alwayes 
preſent : faith is fomerime faint, loue is little, ioy is ſicke, 
hope is dead, and feeling fallen afleepe ; bur the feare of
